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Bush order shot down plan to destroy Iraqi armor 


WASHINGTON — As Desert Storm 
reached a climax Feb. 27, Army Gen. H. 
Norman Schwarzkopf measured the 
triumph’ in terms of the anticipated 
destruction of 4,500 Iraqi tanks thnt 
Saddam Hussein had used to dominate the 
Persinn Gulf. 

“There’s not enough (armor) left for him 
to be a regional threat,” Schwarzkopf said 
at a briefing in Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. 


“Most of the army that is left is an infantry 
army; it’s not an armored army, which 
means it really isn’t an offensive army." 

Schwarzkopf spoke too soon. 

Within the next ftircc hours, President 
Bush overrode /ihe Desert Storm 
commander’s plan to capture or destroy 
hundreds of tanks in the hands of three 
Republican G)fard divisions trapped by 
American forges near Basra. 

Instead^Bush ordered a ceasefire 28 
hours ahead of Schwarzkopf^ schedule. 


The order ruined the general’s plan to 
destroy 4,500 tanks in all. At least 700 — 
mostly top-line T-72s — and 57,000 troops 
were permitted to escape what had been 
planned as the penultimate day, the 43rd 
day, of Desert Storm. 

Those Iraqi tanks and troops were factors 
in a jess-public decision by Bush. 
According to administration officials, they 
were spared to aid what the White House 
believed would be an overthrow of Hussein 
by Iraqi generals. Although While House 


officials refused to disclose the basis for 
that expectation, they say that Qush was 
advised that Iraqi military leaders were on 
the verge of toppling a weakened Hussein. 

According to interviews with While 
House and other senior administration 
officials, the Feb. 27 decision also reflected 
Bush’s determination to preserve the , 
Ba’athist Baghdad government as a 
counterweight to regional enemies and os 
the world’s No. 2 oil exporter.

The volcano in the Zambnlcs range, 60 
miles north of Manila, began rumbling in 
April. 

When Pinntubo started’ spewing ash June 
9, the Air Force moved nearly 15,000 
personnel and. dependents from Clark to 
Subic, 25 miles southwest of the volcano.

Years with the threat of continued 
eruptions might cause the United " 
States to abandon Clark, if not 
Subic, altering an American military 
structure established in East Asia 
since the end of World War II. That 
would require the Pentagon to 
reorganize supply lines and defehse 
strategy for nearly half the globe. 
Clark is a major training base for 




American, Singaporean, South 
Korean and other allied fliers and on 
important link in supply lines to the 
western Pacific and Indian Ocean.

Sunny skies were reported throughout much of the West, 
•from California to New Mexico nnd Colorado. 

In south-central Montano, the body of a woman who 
drowned in a flash flood was found Saturday in a rain- 
swotlcn crcck. a day after her car was swept off U.S. 
Highway 87 near Billings. 

A few campers were evacuated from a city park in 
Shelby, Mont., because of flooding from the Marins River. 
But rivers and streams were receding in northwestern 
Montano, and a highway in Glacier National Park closed 
for two days because of flooding was reopened Saturday. 

Showers nnd thunderstorms were clustered Saturday 
over southeastern Texas and Louisiana. Rain over Texas 
soaked Covington with nearly 1.75 inch of rain in 45 
minutes, while Bryan received nearly 2 inches. 

Showers ami thunderstorms also crossed Florida and the 
rest of the Southeast, nnd were scattered from Missouri

“The time has come for justice. 
Truth. Honesty. This is a small part 
of that,” said Tony-Prairie Bear, a 
tribal councilman of the Cheyenne 
tribe that still lives nearby. 

The legend of this battle has 
always been weighted with 
something more than facts, some 
unspoken passions about a white 
hero facing the redskinned hordes. 
Those unsettled by that image 
helped make a blundering defeat 
into a noble cause. 

Gen. George A- Custer had ardent 
defenders, and has them, still. He 
was a popular and dashing Civil 
War hero, “a General Schwartzkopf 
of his day,” said Dennis Forioli, a 
inember of the Little Big Horn 
Association, a group of Custer 
enthusiasts. 

Custer also had a flair for self- 

E romotion and. boldness.. It saved 
ini' from dismissal' for hls other 
excesses, including having several 
deserters shot in 1867. He was 


given another chance in the Indian 
Wars. 

A day after the nation’s 
centennial, a telegraph message 
flashed news back from the Dakota 


Territories that Custer and all of his 
men hadibeetrkilled June 25, 1 876. _ 

Since then, helped by fiction and 
Hollywood, Custer bccaihd a 
symbol pf the bravery of those Who 
“won the West.” The battlefield 
with his name was made a National 
Monument 

To change the name now is 
“revisionist history,” complains Bill 
Wells, in pro-Custer association. • 

"The simple fact is (the Indians) 
were the enemy of the federal 
government. The battlefield was 
named and the monument placed 
there to honor the soldiers who died 
under the fhtg of the United States,” 
Wells said.

Gray consulted with President Bush on Friday 
before laying down the new rules, sources said.

TVooper shooting puts ISP 
manpower issue in spotlight 


When an Idaho state trooper steers his 
cruiser, south toward Utah on Interstate 
84, he might as well be a Wild West 
marshal, strapping on his six-gun to 
face the outlaws alone. 

He may range as far as 60 miles from 
his nearest backup. He’ll traverse omi- 
nously titled "dead spots,” where radio 
communication will be dicey - not that 
a radio is much comfort when the caval- 
ry is a floor-boarding 45 minutes away. 

If he gets into a jam, he knows he'll 
have only his wits and his sidearm to 
get him out 

CpI. Steve Hobbs took the calculated 
risk once too often. On a routine traffic 
stop (as if any confrontation with an un- 
known adversary can be colled routine), 
Hobbs met the unpredictable violence 
that stalks every police officer. 

Only because of her oic pas sers-by - 
who pulled him "from" his burning car 
and gave him first-aid - did Hobbs sur- 
vive. 

Hobbs’ shooting last week has given 
increased visibility to the Idaho State 
Police’s plea for money to put more 
troopers on the’ road. From the public 
the agency deserves at least a sympa- 
thetic ear, and from the Legislature a 
thorough consideration of its request. 

CapL David Neal, ISP’s district com- 
mahder for the Magic Valley, says six 
officers patrol the 100-mile stretch in 
which Hobbs was wounded. 

That sounds fine, until you figure that 
each man has two days off a week, that 
they take vacations and holidays like 
anyone else, that illness or injury some- 
times takes one out of action, that they 
-bum-up precious- hours-going-to -comm- 
and that whatever manpower is ’ left 
must cover a 24-hour day. 

That kind of resource stretching oc- 
curs throughout Neal’s territory. Rou- 
tinely, between one and three state offi- 
cers are cruising the Magic Valley’s 
highways during a given shift. 

“After midnight, I think people would 
be pretty scared if they knew how many 
officers were really out there,” Neal 
told us. 

The numbers are no better across the 
state. ISP Superintendent Ron Moore 
told us that, if he had his way, he would 
add 100 patrol officers to his force. 

Instead, since 1978 the number of 


troopers on the road statewide has slid 
from 177 to 170, including 24 paid with 
grants that tic them to specific projects. 
Meanwhile, Idaho’s population has in- 
creased 14 percent, and the number of 
registered vehicles has risen 54 percent. 

Moore concedes that more troopers 
on the road wouldn't have prevented 
Hobbs' shooting. But he hopes the inci- 
dent will be a catalyst for improving 
troopers’ odds statewide. 

Moore traces his problem to ISP's re- 
liance on a share of gasoline taxes. Gqs 
tax revenue is relatively static; the Fixim 
rate doesn’t respond to inflation or 
changing circumstances. 

Even- this year’s controversial in- 
crease didn’t help; the money was de- 
liberately targeted at highway improve- 
ment 

Over the years, Moore says, the gov- 
ernor and Legislature have sympathized * 
with the ISP’s troubles. Butxqually mv 
gent needs elsewhere have boxed them 
in. 

This year, Moore says he and other 
law enforcement executives hope to 
present lawmakers with an alternative 
funding proposal. He won't hint at what 
the idea is, but presumably it will be a 
dedicated revenue source with more 
flexibility - such as a motor vehicle ex- 
cise tax. 

If helping the ISP means new taxes, 
lawmakers will want to think hard be- 
fore saying yes - especially with a 
property tax revolt brewing. 

But the problems dramatized by 
Hobbs’ shooting will force them to 
think equally hard-before saying no. 

The-question_=Jike. alLbudgel_ques-_ 

lions - boils down to priorities. Is high- 
way law enforcement more important 
than highway repair? 

Is it more important than local drug 
enforcement? How about education and 
social programs? 

These are the questions that keep leg- 
islators awake nights. When lawmakers ' 
receive ISP's proposal, they’ll have to 
wrestle with the numbers as .well as 
their own consciences. 

This time, however, they also must 
contend with the frightful vision of CpI. 
Steve Hobbs, shot and bleeding inside a 
burning car, relying on the heroism of 
strangers. „

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Yew: Nature’s fragile cancer drug 

Otherwise, mass extinctions take place 
over millions of years, not decades. 

To those who catalogue it, today’s loss is 
a catastrophe that will impoverish future' 
generations In ways beyond reckoning. Har- < 
vard’s E. O. Wilson calls it “the folly our. 
descendants arc least likely to forgive us.-” 

Yet because the numbers are uncertain, 
and the disappearances gradual and largely 
invisible, loss of biological diversity rc J " 
mains just another unnddressed problem on 

— an overcrowded list. ’ 

Slowing the loss requires first of all that 

we preserve viable fragments of as marty 
habitats and ecosystems ns possible. Only

Next, it is essential to find out more about

Taxol was discovered in one such scrccn- 


Thc Wall Street Journal calls it "the ulti- 
mate confrontation between medicine and 
the environment.” The New York Times 
warns that “recovery for sick people may 
mean death for the spotted owl.” The con- 
troversy could make earlier battles over en- 
dangered species and habitats look tame. 

This time the subject'is a drug called tax- 
ol. The head of the National Cancer Insti- 
tute says it’s the most important new cancer 
drug in 15 years. It has been shown to fight 
ovarian, breast and lung cancer and is only ’ 
beginning to be tested. 

The difficulty is that taxol comes from the 
bark of the Pacific yew, a rare tree found in 

_ endangered, ancient forests. It is a com plex 

molecule that so far has stymied chemists’ 
best efforts to synthesize it in the lab. 

A breakthrough might be around the cor- 
ner or years away. 

The yew is a slow-growing, shade-loving 
tree, which mokes it a poor candidate for 

.plantations devoted to producing thedrug. 

That leaves the natural forests os tKe only ' 
source of taxol for the indefinite future. 

But the yew grows sparsely, and six 1 00- 
ycnr-old trees are needed to treat one pa- 
tient. Harvesting enough for the vast poten- 
tial market, at an affordable cost, could 
mean clear-cutting all the remaining 'ancient 
forests in the Northwest. 

Even then, there might not be enough tax- 
ol to meet the demand. • 

On first glance, the story seems to pose a 
stork ethical choice between human and 
other forms of life. If so, there would be 
only one acceptable answer. 

But in fact, the taxol dilemma is not really 
about ultimate values. It is actually about 
waste, sound resource manogement, the val- 
ue of bio-diversity and the blinkered human 
habit of favoring short- term. gain over long- . 
term yield. 

Ironically, those who may most threaten 
the supply of the drug are not environmen-

Only now is the 
Forest Service proposing an inventory to 
discover how much yew is in the forests and 
where. 

Scientists estimate that worldwide, 50 
species become extinct each day. At that 
rate, in 25 years we will eliminate 10 to 15 
percent of the planet’s biological wealth. Bi- 
ologists tear their hair out over this, for it 
represents a rate of loss that probably has 
only a single precedent in the planet’s 4 bil- 
1 i ony ca r_hi story . That was the hypot h esized 
meteorite crash 65 million years ago that 
plunged Earth in darkness and wiped out the 
dinosaurs in a few years.

Why kids look stoned — an alternate view of drug education 


Like every other state, Vermont mandates that its 
public schools provide "drug and alcohol education." 
When I taught social studies there, a good chunk of 
our annual in-service training day was devoted to the 
subject. 

slock character at such ceremonies. In somber tones, 
he listed several key "wuming signs" of adolescent 
drug use: irritability, "amotivationul syndrome,” and - 
a pcrcnniul favorite - poor self-esteem. 

In the great drug-theory drag-race, what educators 
call un “individual deficiency ■■■- 

model" of youth behavior (low 
self-esteem makes kids get high) 
seems to have overtaken the old 
“information model" (tell ’em 
what’s bad, and why, and they’ll 
do good) and the trendy "social 
(rend peer) pressures model.’’ 

The implications are obvious. 

Send listless kids to the guidance 
office for drug ’•evaluation," the 
speaker advised. And use class- 
room discussions to promote bet- 
ter self-esteem, because as 
Brent Musburgcr used to say 
the best offense is a good de- 
fense. 

Timidly. 1 raised my hand and 

asked whether our time might be 
better spent improving our regular classes - you know, 
boring stuff like social studies - than wondering which 
kids arc stoned. I’m willing to belicVc that'sclf-cstccm" 
and drug use are often inversely related. I said. But 
wouldn’t bpth problems diminish if wc made our 
school more truly educative and less custodial, a place 
where kids could “feel good about themselves”? 

"No!" he shot back. I remember, because he repeal- 
ed it. “No. no, no." The first thing, he said, is to figure 
out which students are "using" and get them into treat- 
ment. Then schools must devise specific courses and 
exercises to bolster "self-esteem," because “research 
shows" that such efforts can help prevent drug abuse.

There’s evidence that "information model" programs 
increase students’ factual knowledge - and might even 
c»-.y tH^ir ngninst drugs. Bui neither knowl- 

edge nor attitude correFates with behavior, at least not 
in any study I’ve seen. You can know a lot about drugs 
und alcohol, tell a researcher they’re evil, and still get 
wasted' on the weekends. Millions do. 

Like its object of study, however, drug education can 
— ^ be addictive. Last year the Depart- 
ment of Education lavished S562 
million on drug and alcohol pre- 
vention, up from $389 million in 
1989. 

State educational agencies have 
chipped in further vast sums. And 
the schools are cheerfully comply- 
ing. In 1987 (the Inst time the De- 
partment of Education reported to 
Congress on drug education). 90 
percent of 700 surveyed districts 
were teaching about "ways to im- 
prove self-esteem" und “ways to 
resist peer pressure." 1 

The drug-education industry is 
bullish these days. Nobody knows 
how many millions grease the 
" palms of drug counselors, tcachc'r 
trainers (states often require drug education for certifi- 
cation) and treatment-center tycoons. 

“ ’ Business is booming in Vermont; my school rcfcned- 
dozens of allegedly ’•addicted" students to private 
counselors and even to residential facilities, where 
families or their insurance companies cough up hun- 
dreds of dollars per day. (Like' drug .and ulcohol educa- 
tion. coerced ’‘treatment’* has proliferated despite 
strong evidence that it doesn’t work. Many students 
told me that the kids who were sent to "rehab" came 
back using more drags and alcohol, after immersion in 
an environment where everybody docs it.) 

Wc should not expect these' entrepreneurs to tell the 
truth about adolescent drug and ulcohol patterns. The 
truth Is that overall use has decreased — sind that some 
use can-bc perfectly harmless. By defining all use as 
abuse, the drug-education industry solidifies its hold 


i the market: for every user a "problem," and for ev- 
ery problem a “treatment.” 

But the kids know better. Adolescents wear what 1 
call ”B.S. detectors.” Too young to be cynical, they’re 
hypersensitive to dissembling. 

(f you set off the detector, you lose their trust - and

1 at my schobl was that teachers could never divulge 
their own use histories, even if asked. You lie to them 
about the drug menace, then you lie about yourself. 

Drag warriors bridle at such teach- ^ 
cr dissent. Some even ascribe the 
failure of drug and alcohol educa- 
tion to the "mixed messages" teach- 
ers transmit. Kids need a simple 
message, they argue. Just say ... 
you know the rest. "Phrases like 
’research is inconclusive’ or ’not 
enough is known to moke a judg- 
ment’ about the cfTccLs of drugs arc 
red flags,” warns the Department of 
Education's guide to drug-preven- 
tion curricula. “There is a wealth of 
conclasivc research about the 
harmful effects of drugs, and cur- 
ricula should not waffle on this 


the key thought-crimes of the industry - I should ac- 
knowledge that frequent teen alcohol or drug use lends 
untold misery to adolescents and to their families and 
schools. 

But the answer is not to teach more about drugs and 
alcohol, o r ip imr* 1 nhrmf citht iancondifre^— 


point.

U.S. blocks Antarctic environmental protocol 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — The United Stalca on 
: Saturday blocked n ‘ far-reaching environmental 
protection provision to n treaty on Antarctica, say- 
ing it healed more time to study a proposed 55- 
ycar bon on mining there. 

The U.S. decision to withhold approval forced 
postponement of a signing cenanony scheduled for 
Sunday, the 30th anniversary of the treaty’s enact- 
ment in 1961. 

The United States was the only one of Antarctic 
Treaty’. 26 voting members unable to get govern- 
ment approval for the protocol, delegates said. ■

criticized by a U.S. congressional leader, as well as 
ecologists at a special four-day convention.

Soviets gather 
to remember 
Nazi invasion 

MOSCOW (AP) — At churches, 
by mass graves, in border towns, and 
on battlefields, Soviets gathered Sat- 
urday to remember more than 20 mil- 
lion' compatriots killed in the 1,418 
days after Hiller’s armies burst across 
their border 50 years ago. 

President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, 
who is striving for full reconciliation 
with Germany — and restoration of 
the national unity credited with help- 
ing the Soviets hold off the Nazis — 
laid a wreath at the Tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier. 

Moscow’s diplomatic corps, led by 
German Ambassador Klaus Bcch, 
also made the solemn pilgrimage lo- 
th e tomb in the Alexander Garden 
next to the Kremlin. 

In Brest near the Polish border, vet- 
erans who fought the Nazi invasion 
formed a human chain before dawn. 
Rcpresentatiyr* of the first five divi- 
sions to battle the Germans lit bon- 
fires as day broke so quietly that - 
“only nightingales were singing,” 
Toss said. 

Radio Moscow reported similar 
vigils in other towns at the precise 
hour the 3 million German troops be- 
gan their assault along the. 1, 000-mile. ~ 
border.

Farmers can dredge a ditch and clean a 
Jicadgatc to tolerances of a quarter of on 
’"inch. They know to the quart how much 
water it’s going to take to irrigate on acre 
of lentils. 

But to me, the science of dredging be- 
gins and ends with how deep the ditch 
needs to be to keep canal water out of the 
. basement. - - 

And if God had meant us to use valves 
and reinforced concrete for headgates, he 
wouldn’t have created comigatcd tin. 

Besides, the dirty little secret of yard irri- 
gation isn’t that you get mud between your 
toes. 

It’s that you have t o use a pum p. 

Pumping introduces two elements of 
high drama to irrigation: unlimited quanti^ 
tics of water and 1 20 volts of electricity . 

And it invites you to string four exten- • 
sion cords together and stretch them across 
ditches, canals, swamps and bogs. 

We moved into our house in May and 
didn’t realize until October that the bril- 
liantly illuminated pine tree in the back 
yard didn’t have lights on it. 

There ore charred handprints on the out- 
side of our pump from those memorable 
occasions when I tried to move it without 
remembering to unplug it. 

Not that it mokes much difference. It’s 
made ofcost iron. And just it make it inter- 
esting, its outside is festooned with pipes, 
ground wires, ctcctrieol connections and 
hose fittings, any of which would be 
crtished by rotling the pump over. The 
shape is sort of like a bloated wnterbug. 

That’s significant since the pump was 
.built about 1904, and the last available 
spare parts- wore out during the Coolidge 
administration. 

That means that to move it, you lift it - . 
straight up. By August, I look like Quasi- 
modo. By September, I could be the poster 
boy for the National Chiropractic Council. 

Like anyone still around who was bom 

in 1904, the pump retains water. 

That' water Treezes'fiftdtrcaRsThc piping 

’ inside, which means you must get the 
pump out of cold weather unless you want 
to be greeted by a geyser when you plug it 
in the next spring. 

Usually, that means the pump has to be 
manhandled into the garage- - the longest 
25 yards in water sports. But last winter, 
when the temperature crashed, it meant the 
basement. 

• Our basement stairs arc about IH inches 
wide and descend at a angle that will give 
you the bends if you take two steps at a 
lime. After about seven hours of hauling, 
pushing, sweating and swearing, I got the I 
pump up the back por«;h stairs, into, the • 
house and* on to the top step of the base- 
ment stairs. 

There it stayed, stuck between the railing 
and door jam. After about three weeks, my 
wife made me move it. Something about 
getting to the washing machine. 

Pulling, tugging and dreaming about a 
rail big patio, 1 worked the pump loose. 
Next thing 1 knpw I was lying on my back 
nt the bottom of the stairs with a quarter- 
ton of cast iron on my chest and a U-joinl 
in my llicc. ‘ ‘ ■ 

"Good job,-’’ sold my- wife, stepping over— 
me and carrying a basket of wet laundry. 
"You didn’t break it." 

She was right as usual. Now if I could 
just get vegetables to grow in the dark.

Treatment shopped scleroderma’s 
progression in :Symms in 1978, leav- 
ing her with a few physical after-ef- 
fects on her finjjcrs and jaw. 

After reading about her experi- 
ence, a man from Lewiston who has 
scleroderma and a man in Salt Lake 
City called Symms to talk with her 
about the disease. 

John Atkins wos the caller from 
Utah..Atkins, a .geneticist at the Uni- 
versity of Utah, said his double-first 
cousin (the daughter of the marriage 
of his mother's brother and his fa- 
ther’s sister) in i.he Netherlands was 
diagnos’ed with scleroderma four or 
"five ycarsrago— and “t h c-p r ognoaia- 
wasgrim, really disastrous.” 

It was progressing quickly to her 
internal organs. Atkins said during a 
recent telephone- interview, until a 
combination of cortisone and other 
treatment “worke d wonders” at stop- 
ping it. Then she had to back off be- 
cause the treatment caused liver 
problems, but the disease has since 
stabilized with other treatment. 

When his cousin was diagnosed, 
Atkins said, he searched around the 
country for information about scle- 
roderma. 

"I’d never heard of the thing be- 
fore. I’d never mt:t anyone who had 
heard of it before.’ ' he said.

Easy alternative 
eludes researchers 


POST FALLS (AP) — A tour of 
research plots in northern Idaho's 
Rathdrum Prairie left legislators 
and grass formers disappointed. 

Scientists have found no quick, 
easy or efficient substitute for the 
fires grass growers set at the end oi 
each season to clear their fields. 

“It's not terrifically encourag- 
ing.” state Sen. Dennis Davis, D- 
Cocur d’Alene, said after last 
week’s tour. “There’s no easy an- 
swer; there is no panacea.” 

That puts- pressure on the Inland 
Northwest Field Burning Summit. 
The consortium of Idaho and 
Washington groups has spent six 
months trying tp. come up with a 
compromise between grass grow- 
ers and opponents of field burning. 

The summit hopes to announce a 
smokc-manpgcmcnt plan in about 
two weeks aimed at reducing con- 
troversy over field burning this 
summer. 

“The people really wont to put 
together something that works,” 
spokesman Bill Justus said. 
“We’re trying to look at it as a re- 
gional issue.” 

Grass growers bum their fields 
to clear the straw and stubble left 
after they harvest seeds. Burning is 
cheap, efficient and somehow 
shocks the grass into producing 


more seeds the next year. 

But smoke from the fires some- 
times creates a haze that stretches 
for miles. Environmentalists have 
complained about the smoke for 
■ .ars, but the issue is getting more 
attention with growth and a higher 
priority on tourism. 

The 1991 session of the Idaho 
Legislature killed a bill that would 
have reduced field burning by 20 
percent. Davis said he believes 
lawmakers were hesitant to put re- 
strictions on farmers in a largely 
agricultural state. 

Inland Northwest growers pro- 
duce more than half the nation’s 
blucgrass seed, which is common- 
ly used on lawns. The industry 
pumps tin estimated S105 million a 
year into the area’s economy, ac- 
cording to the Intcrmounuiin Grass} 
Growers Association, which spon- 
sored last week's tour. 

“It’s just on inevitable con- 
frontation between an increasing 
population running headlong into a 
traditional farming practice.” 
Davis said. 

Researchers have attacked the 
problem from several angles. Engi- 
neers built a machine that bums 
grass with a self-contained fire. 
Another machine rakes the grass 
and vacuums away the stubble. 


Armed man’s visit 
leads to more security 


BOISE (AP) — There is more se- 
curity around Gov. Cecil Andrus 
since an armed man showed up at the 
Statchouse and demanded to - see the 
governor. 

The homeless man looking for help 
June 14 got hot he was when told An- 
drus was out of town. He drew a 
loaded .357-caliber revolver and 
waved it at staficrs. The gunman was 
disarmed by an investigator from' the 
attorney general’s office, but officials 
want to keep it from happening again. 

”Wc have increased some security 
in’ the governor’s office and around 
tire governor’s office, but I’d prefer 
not to go into any specific details," 
said John Lewis, assistant director of 
the Idaho Department of Law En- 
forcement 

Lewis said the new measures may 
be permanent But the governor’s 
staff said they probably will be eased 
once the ’ incident fades from the 
memory of potential copycats. 

Idaho is one of the few states 
where a governor has been assassi- 
nated. But there’s little real security 
at the Statchouse. The public comes 
and goes unchallenged. Anyone who 
wants to see the governor can walk 
into his lobby and wait for him to 
walk out of his office. 

There arc no armed guards close 
by. 

Andrus’ staff said the governor’s 
wide-open style is being reconsid- 


ered. “You always are vigilant,” press 
secretary Scott Peyron said. "Wc’rc 
fortunate that the system worked in 
this case.” 

Andrus has less security around 
him than most governors. His prede- 
cessor, John Evans, had a state troop- 
er assigned to his office and personal 
car full time. And former governor 
Robert Smylic said he had a security 
man around all the time to help him 
deal with bomb and assassination 
threats. 

J “One guy called me at midnight 
and said he was going to shoot me on 
the Statchouse steps at noon," Smylic 
recalled last week. The governor 
from 1955 through 1966 said he took 
his usual route to lunch that day, rea- 
soning that he would be trapped in 
the Statchouse forever if he let the 
threat scare him. 

Nothing happened, and the man 
, later was caught. 

Another caller threatened the life 
of Smylie’s wife. He was caught after 
police traced the call to n phone 
booth in Nampa. Neither he nor his 
wife ever were shot at and no bombs 
ever were found, despite the threats. 

"We were sure they didn't mean 
anything,” Smylic said, "but you 
didn’t dare do nothing." 

The Cuban missile crisis led to the 
biggest change in security during the 
Smylic administration.

ly surprised that we haven’t seen a de-v 
crease in patient referrals from the 
Twin Falls area,” said Gene Gundcr- 
• son, the institute’s administrative di- 
rector. 

It docs seem to mirror the experi- 
ence of other communities around the 
country, he said. Where radiation ser- 
vices are available, people take ad- 
vantage of the resource and where the 
services urc not available, they seek 
alternatives, such as surgery. 

“I think there is a portion of the 
population down there who arc being, 
better served," Gunderson said. 

ilcggic took Gunderson’s comment 
u step further. 

What it probably means is' that the 
new regional cancer .center is. helping 
patients who otherwise would have 
gone untreated, Hcggie said. 

The cure provided at the Twin Falls 
center has been unusually sophisticat- 
ed and comprehensive compared to 
many community cancer centers, and 
is more comparable to a university 
hospital, said Dr. John Gamboa, the 
cancer center’s director. of radiation 
oncology. 

in u place where a year before no 
such cancer treatment, was performed, 
the doctors arc able to deliver . the 
same quality of care they received 
training for in metropolitan medical 
centers, he said. 

“I think that is exciting." Gamboa 
said.

Most commu- 
nity cancer centers of Twin Falls’ size 
hnvc equipment that cannot give elec- 
tron doses and therefore cannot treat 
up to 35 percent of their patients, she 
said. 

Gamboa said the cancer center has 
been aggressive in rccomrriending 
treatments to curc-paticnts — Uc-sa i d. 


The cancer center’s versatility and 
the administration’s willingness to 
buy the best equipment helped lure 
Hcggie, who is certified in oncology, 
geriatrics, hematology and internal 
medicine, to Twin Falls. 

“1 wouldn’t have come otherwise," 
he said. 

Hcggie secs a broader mission for 
the cancer center than just treating 
cancer - it also involves prevention, 
he said. The cancer center’s staff 
members have been trying to increase 
people’s awareness about healthy and 
unhealthly lifestyles with public talks 
and seminars. 

The staff members can’t prevent 
smoking by axing cigarette vending 


machines, but they can promote state 
legislation to increase taxes on 
cigarettes, Hcggie said. 

Hoping to discover cancer when it 
is in its earlier and more trcatnble 
stages, the cancer center gave free 
prostate exams for 699 men in 
September and free colorectal exams 
for 42 1 men and women in March. 

Within the next few years, the can- 
cer center likely will need to expand 
its building and add a new linear ac- 
celerator to meet the growing demand 
for its services, Gamboa said. 

And in the future, the center will 
broaden its mission and perform re- 
search in new treatment techniques, 
Hcggie said.

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Tax initiative 
stirs emotions

The hint of a revived 1 percent ini- 
tiative limit on property taxes is stir-^

even garnered enough signatures to 
pul it on the 1992 Idaho ballot. 1 

The effort to reinstate the ceiling on 
property taxes at 1 percent of market 
value has found new foes in an Idaho 
teachers lobby, the Ada County Sher- 
iffs Department, and officials in 
Latah County. 

"There is a growing understanding 
among our members and the public 
that the proposed initiative could po- 
tentially wreak havoc on Idaho's pub- 
lic school system, ” said Chuck La>u, 
executive director of the Idaho Edu- > 
cation Association. 

. Estimates released by the State Tax 
Commission indicate Idaho's public 
schools, and; their 200,000 students, 
would lose more than $40 million if 
the Initiative gasses, Lentz said Friday 
in announcing the IHA board of direc- 
tors voted to fight the initiative. 

"Additionally, a provision in the 
initiative apparently would require 
override' levies to be passed by a two- 
thirds majority of eligible voters: If 
that means two-thirds of all registered 
voters, then most — if not all — of 
the cumcnl $34 million in override 
funds schools arc using for operating 
costs jvQuld be lost as well," he said. 

' The 1?78 .initiative was gradually 
erased to merely keeping a 5 -pcrccnt 
cap on the amount taxing districts 
could increase their spending each 
year. The Legislature abolished that 
last winter, replacing it with a re- 
quirement the districts publish rca- 
. sons for wanting more funds and con- 
duct public hearings. 

Lentz said the IHA membership has 
riot decided what actions it will lake. 
TTie board will meet on Aug. 6-7 in 
Moscow. Officials in Latah County 
around Moscow arc also worried 
about the effect of the one percent. 

“It's going to hurt us. Especially 
the small towns... (and) the small 
school districts. It will be horrible in 
Idaho, where we arc trying to get 
ahead," said Troy Mayor Marie Vogel 
at a meeting of city officials.

In 1990, the average Latah County 
property owner paid taxes equaling •, 
-2.4 percent of the property value in 
cities, and T.87 pcrccrifin rural'arcas;

Robinson. 

Robinson, a Republican, agrees 
with initiative backers property taxes 
are lopsided. 

"We definitely- need alternative 
funding for education," she said. But 
the drive is “fiscally irresponsible and 
economically bad. It would just be 
devastating." 

Ada County officials also crossed 
swords Friday over the cfTccl of the 
.. upc limitation at a hearing held by the 
'commissioners. It could slice 34 per- 
cent of the funds going to his depart- 
ment, ShcrifT Vaughn Killeen warned, 
eliminating his crime prevention pro- 
gram, school resource officers and the 
viciim-wimcss coordinator. There 
also would be fewer deputies pa- 
. trolling the streets, he said. 

Commissioner Cary Glenn accused 
Killeen of exaggerating the initia- 
tive’s possiblqeffccis. 

"It is engaging in scare tactics to 
say that fire tracks won't get there 
ahd the children will bum," Glenn 
said. Although goverranent spending 
may have to be cut if the proposal 
wins approval, law enforcement 
would be the last to get hit, he said. 

The three Ada County commission- 
ers, Republicans all. signed off in 
support of the 1 percent. 

"Frankly, if we can't cut taxes and 
reduce spending close to home, then 
we can’t complain about Congress," 
Glenn said. 

Rachel Gilbert, a 1 percent advo- 
cate and former legislator, said the 
initiative aims to force the Legislature 
to revamp Idaho's tax structure and 
reduce propeny taxes in the process. 

"We have no other way to tell the 
government we’re fed up,” she said. 

Gilbert argues the tax burden 
shoufd be shifted to other revenue 
sources, like a local-option sales tax. 

Killeen said he had a problem with, 
leaving the fate of his department in 
the hands of the Idaho Legislature. 

"Everybody says the Legislature 
will take care or all this, but who 
knows?"

Colorado Partnership for Educational 
Renewal. The consultants suggested 
the board consider raising teacher ed- 
ucation to a "primary emphasis" at all 
four campuses .from a "continuing 
emphasis," or authorizing a system- 
wide group to lead the effort and find 
the finances to do it. 

“It appears that no campus feels ei- 
ther the state or the board has given it 
the mandate for leadership in teacher 
education,” the consultants said. “Part 
of the reason why teacher education 
docs not now rate highly on campus 
agendas is that the board has not rated 
it highly.”

SAVING THE BATS: Besides the 
whales and the ancient forests, 
here’s a small creature that also 
needs help. Summer’s evening skies 
provide a great stage for viewing 
and appreciating the acrobatics of 
these amazing creatures. 

Contrary to their horror-movie im- 
age, bats ore extremely beneficial 
creatures, consuming billions of 
mosquitoes, gypsy moths, com bor- 
ers and other harmful insects. One 
little brown bat, a commpn species 
in some areas, can cat up to 600 
mosquitoes in an hour. 

Bats also play an important role in 
pollinating plants and spreading 
seeds, and scientists arc still t rying 

sonar system, called ccholocation, 
which can determine the size, speed, 
angle and even 'texture of an object 
— in an instant. Contrary to popular 
belief, bats rarely carry rabies — 
and they nrc the only mammal that 
truly flics. 

But. bat populations nrc declining 
worldwide from pesticides and de- 
struction of habitat. 

In Colorado, 13 of the 17 native 
bat species use mines or caves to hi-

bemate, rear their young and rest 
But thousands of the old mines ore 
inactive and are slated to be sealed 
for human safety over the next sev- 
eral years. Concerned that the bats' 
would be trapped and die, the Col- 
orado Division of Wildlife recently 
initiated a bat detection program 
calling for ' volunteers to determine 
whether bats arc roosting in the 
8,000 mines scheduled to be scaled. 

Mine-safety officials can seal the 
mines with expensive batfriendly 
g a tes, ifHhey-know-bota-are-using- 
thc mine. This bat-saving volunteer 
project will continue each summer 
for several years. 

Volunteers will use electronic de- 
vices that convert bats’ noiseless 
sonar signals into sounds audible to 
the human car. No one needs to en- 
ter the old mines, which nrc unstable 
and very dangerous. 

The current issue of National Geo- 
graphic (June) features spectacular 
photos of bats that feed on and help 


pollinate cactus.

NATIONAL PARKS IN PERIL: 
On a summer morning in Rocky 
Mountain National Park, big hom 
sheep cross the highway to reach the 

their sustenance. But Jpr the time 
they have their fill and want to re- 
turn to their grazing areas, their exit 
is blocked. 

“On a busy summer day, cars arc 
passing .every three to five seconds 
— So, if you’re a sheep or chip- 
munk trying to cross the road, it’s 
virtually impossible," says Jim 
Mack, Rocky Mountain National 
Park’s public information officer. 
He says that there have been reports 


of sheep, frantically running back 
and forth alongside the road, trying 
to cross it. 

In lieu of an expensive “sheep un- 
derpass,** which park officials have 
discussed, rangers ore stationed in 
this area to stop the traffic to let the 
sheep cross — but how they worry 
that traffic will back up all. the way 
to the town of Estes Park, Colorado, 
only two miles away. 

.Across the country, similar stories 
from beleaguered national parks 
greet, the National Park Service, cur- 
rently celebrating its 75th anniver- 
sary. Among many other problems, 
such as encroaching development on 
their boundaries mid trampling of

Postal Service plans to sell historic building 


FRANKLIN, Tcnn. (AP) - For 65 
years ffie Post Office - now the old 
Post CTficc - has Bat squat in the 
center idf this town’s busiest inter- 
section- - 

Its reputation ns a gathering spot 
and a kind of crossroads for farmers 
and bankers, for senior citizens and 
students has been replaced by a new 
title: one of 1 1 most endangered his- 
toric sites in the country. 

^Tronklin’s post office will soon 
close because it has been replaced 
with a building closer to the high- 
way, with more room and parking. 
This Victory for efficiency is being 
taken as a loss by small-town people 
who like to gather tb-swop gossip. 

The new post office is near Inter- 
state 65 on the eastern edge of the 
city ofd 2,400 people, tucloed-behind 
shopping malls and fast-food restau- 
rants a. few miles from downtown. 

The' U.S. Postal Service plans to 
sell the old building, which was 
named to the National Historic-Reg- 
ister ns part of the newly renovated 
Main Street district. 

Opponents ore trying to persuade 
the Postal Service to continue oper- 
ating the old post office as well os 
the new one, or to contract with a 
private postal service. 

“Please don't take the post office 
away,” said Lisa Hazlett, who works 
for a Franklin lawyer. “It’s within

walking distance of my office and 1 
don't have time most days to drive 
across town.” 

Fred Isaacs, director of the J.L. 
Clay Senior Citizens Center, said the 
old post office is “exactly 327 paces 
from the center ” The new one is 
difficult for elderly residents to get 
to, ho said. 

Isaacs said many of the colter's 
762 members asked him to join the 
fight against selling the old building, 
which he remembers fondly as the 
town meeting place. r 

“My playground was downtown 
Franklin,” said Isaacs. 72, whq 
caught June bugs on the post office 
lawn while growing up. • 

“Many, many times we played 


hockey in the back parking lot arid 
everybody met there. ... My daddy 
went there cveiy day of the world.” , 
Tho'old post office is still accom- 
modating streams of patrons every 
day, but services have been reduced 
while de tails of the proposed sale

The Postal Service submitted its. 
plan on June 13 to the Tennessee 
Historical Commission, which will 
review the proposal to ensure such o 
sale is necessary. 

“Our initial determination was 
that closure and sale on that property 
would constitute on adverse effect" 
on the building, said Joe Garrison, a 
spokesman for the historical group. 
He said any deed transfer must 


safeguard against the sale adversely 
affecting the budding's. historic in- 
tegrity. He has until early July to re- 
spond to the proposal 
- On June 10, the Notional Tnist for 
Historic Preservation released its list 
of national ctidangered historic sites, 
nntl only one post office was listed. 

However, -that doesn't mean 
Franklin- is -the- only- small town- 
fighting for its downtown post of- 
fice. 

“The Trust became interested be- 
cause it’a happening all across 
America,” said Mary Evina, director 
of Franklin’s Heritage Foundation. 

“It’s a smalI-towh,‘ pedestrian way 
of fife that’s disappearing, we think, 
without a lot of thought or consider- 
ation for the communities."

’encourages variety -- 
of area entrepreneurs

TWIN FALLS - Everything from clothes 
for premature babies to media advertising 
campaigns is being nurtured by Twin Falls’ 
latest small business center. 

The Southern Idaho Development Center 
has nearly filled its infant small-business 
incubator facility. The incubator is part of a 
national trend to develop nurturing “incu- 
bator” environments to encourage creativity 
among entrepreneurs. It's an environment 
,that educates and., supports those en- 
trepreneurs os they experience the hard 
knocks of the business world. 

The Development Center is located nt the 
northern tip of the College of Southern Ida- 
ho campus. It houses several organizations 
- such as the Region IV Development As- 
sociation Inc. - funded primarily by the 
government to provide business assistance. 

With a little luck, the incubator will send 
five new businesses to the outside world in 
about three years. The variety there now is 
representative of the smalt-husiness world. 

In one room is Twin Xerographic, where 
Howard Mann peddles Xerox photocopy- 
ing and facsimile machines to the Twin 
Falls area. , 

Mann had problems finding a suitable of- 
fice location after he obtained the local Xe- 
rox franchise. 

“I just kind of walked into this,” he said. 
Although Xerox provides most of his sales 
and marketing strategics, Mann has used 
'the accounting and tax expertise offered 
through the Development Center. 

That is one of the advantages an incuba- 
tor offers to tenants: It provides easy access 
to experts who can help a harried business 
owner with management problems. 

The tenants hnvc access to computers, 
accounting and tax advice, and. a multitude 
of other services within a few steps’ dis- 
tance. Although the center’s services are 
open to everybody in the Magic Valley, in- 
cubator tenants are required to develop 
business plans and hopefully will avoid 
some of the common missteps that small 
businesses make. , 

.. Often, those mis steps revolve around get- 
ting the product to' the customer, especially 
, in Idaho. . „ 

“Probably the biggest shortfall we have 
in this state is finding a distribution net- 
work for people to sell their product,” Incu- 
bator Manager Ron Black said. 

Black has been sorting through library 
books to find sales representatives and dis- 
tribution networks. 

All incubator tenants have to prove to a 
board of local businessmen that a market 
exists for their product. Black said. They 
also have to file a business plan outlining 
why the business should succeed. 

The incubator went looking for tenants 
when it opened in August, but a delayed 
construction schedule forced some potential 
tenants to look elsewhere. 

The' incubator started filling in January,

Incubator forces tenants to plan carefully

TWIN FALLS - What is a small-business incubator? 

Incubators are a national trend to provide a setting to encour- 
age small business growth. 

And they are successful. ' 

While about 80 percent of small businesses fail dunng the 
first two years, incubators flip that fact upside down. 

Incubator Manager Ron Black said 80 percent of incubator 
businesses succeed. 

Black says incubators help businesses overcome two com- 
mon problems: lack of capital, often due to poor planning, and 
being all alone in the business world. 


“Most small -businesses go in under-capitalized,” Black said. 
“They have poorly planned." _ , 

Unlike some incubators, the Southern Idaho Development 
Center incubator doesn’t offer loans. It does require US incuba- , 
tor tenants to plan careftilly for capital needs. 

“We don’t provide the money, but we help them try to find a 
source of money to get through the first year,” Black said. 
Small businesses often don’t “understand what the total cost of 
doing business is.” . 

Another benefit of incubators is the ability to interact, with „ 
other infant businesses. The incubator is a kind of support 
group, with entrepreneurs, sharing experiences, services and 
sometimes collaborating. Black said.

Read fine print when buying travel packages 


Better Business Bureau Staff 

Q. Now that the weather is nice, 
my family and I would like to take a 
vacation. I do not have tho time to 
plot a destinati on, book hotel* and 
play tiiur guide for my family, but I 
want ua to take a vacation that will 
be fun. It seem* that there have been 
numerous ads in our local peper of- 
fering travel packages for what 
nrrrm* to bo a vtsy roaaonablo price. 
Is there anything t h”* 1 can do that 
will make' sure that I am receiving 
everything that I should if I decide to 
purchase one of these plans? 

A. A travel package such ns the 
ones you arc inquiring about are a 
pre-arranged vacation assembled by 
an independent tour operator and 
sold through travel agents. Some of 
these packages only include basic 
travel services such os transportation 
or accommodations, while others in- 
clude a complete travel plan such ns 
meals, sight-seeing tours and airport 
transfers. The Better Business Bu- 
reau offers the following tips on 
choosing travel packages: 

• Read all the fine print in adver- 
tisements and brochures. Fine print 
or asterisks may be used to alter the 
meaning of on advertising statement 
or to indicate restrictions, such as re- 
quired length of stay or additional 
charges. 

• Make sure that advertised travel 
_ pri c es arc available at the time you 

wish to travel. 

• Check what features are included 
in the package price. If thoadvcrtisc- 
ment states that you “can" play golf 
or you "will be able" to visit a park, 
it doesn't necessarily mean that 
those attractions arc included in the 
tour price. 

• Pay special attention to the con- 
ditions clause usually found in fine 
print on the lost page of the brochure 
or contract. It will explain if the tour 

-operator has the right-to increase Lhe_ 
fare, what the cancellation penalties 
are and what is considered n valid 
reason for either you or the lour op- 
erator to cancel the trtpf Before you 
arrange your trip, make every effort 

to i_deXcrmjncif the tour operator you_ 

arc thinking of doing business with 
is reliable.

Q. It seems lately that all the mail 
I have received has been letter* from

A. The tragic plights of the Kur- 
dish refugees in war-tom Iraq and 
the tens of thousands of cyclone vic- 
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tims in Bangladesh have triggered a 
massive outpouring of charitable ap- 
peals in recent weeks to the Ameri- 
can public. The BBB urges potential 
donors to make careful and informed 
giving decisions by using the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

• Examine your options instead of 
giving to the first charity fromhvhom 
you receive a request for a donation. 

• Be wary of appeals that are long 
on emotions and short on describing 
how your donation will be used to 
help victims. 

• Don't hesitate to ask for written 
material that describes the charity’s 
programs and finnncfcs. 

• Be wary of charities that arc re- 
luctant to answer reasonable ques- 
tions about their operations, finances 
and programs. 

• Do not give cash. Moke your 
check or money order out to the 
name of the chnrity, not to an indi- 
vidual collecting the donation. 

• Check with disaster relief groups 
before donating goods. Most groups 
do not accept donated items since 
they arc often able to purchase goods 
overseas less' ex pensively. 

• Check out charities with your 
BBB. If you would like to receive
